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PUBLIC LIBRARY 


NEW PROPOSAL 


Plans for a new Public Library, 
with a Contemporary design, ra~ 
ther than the original Colonial de- 
sign, presented some months ago, 
were shown Monday night toacom- 
bined meeting of the Permanent 
Building Committee, Board of Li- 
brary Trustees and Finance Com- 
mittee, 

As presented the first floor plan 
resembled very much the plans of 
the first floor of the Colonial 
design of six months ago. It was, 
in fact, basically the same plan, 

The building, without a second 
story, was described as containing 
17,505 square feet. This included 
a basement of 2485 square feet, 

A feature of the building was a 
Planned second story, to be 9500 
square feet, which could be added 
at some future date. This addition 
would bring the total area to 27,105 
square feet, sufficient when divided 
by .7 square feet per capita, as 
recommended in the past by Philip 
MeNiff, Consultant, for a popula~ 
tion of 38,000, 

What can perhaps be best des- 
cribed as a Counter-Proposal was 
presented by members of the Pi- 
nance Committee, while members 
of the Library Board fought to ré- 
tain what they considered to be 
essential ideas, 

Finance Committeeman Carlos 
Gubellini seemed to be the only 
member of that board who realized 
that the Library Trustees were 
thinking in cultural terms. 

Using the forecasted 30,000 pop- 
ulation figure in 20 years, and 
using the same .7 square foot rule, 
the Finance Committee argued that 
a building of 14,000 square feet 
would be sufficient to handle a pop- 
ulation of 20,000 immediately. The 
present population is 15,265. 

‘This figure, the Finance Com- 
mittee members felt, would also 
result in a reduction of size for 
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the future second story, toperhaps 
7800 square feet, The final building 
when built, Finance Committee 
chairman Dick Barry said, could 
be about 21,800 square feet inarea 
which would be sufficient for a 
population of 31,000, using the 
formula of Mr MeNiff, 

Vice Chairman George Boylen 
of the Finance Committee pointed 
out that McNiff had told him that 
the figure of .7 was nota minimum 
figure, but rather an optimum 
one, 

Chairman Michelson of the PBC 
pointed out to the assembled group 
that a consultant who has been 
hired should be used. 

His position, he said, was that 
if you did not take his recommend- 
ations you were wasting money. 
The groups, he declared, must 
decide soon because of the coming 
town meeting, on a final cost fi- 
gure. 

The final cost of the building, 
as proposed at the beginning of the 
meeting, was $555,000, as com- 
pared to the cost of $886,400 es- 
timated six months ago, 

The Finance Committee counter 
proposal was for $450,000, The 
figures presented were, it was 
clearly understood, without any 
books, but including air condi- 
tioning, ; 

The architect was using figures 
of $25 a square foot, in his es- 
timates, which, he said, included 
air conditioning at a cost of $4 
a square foot, 

Barry, while discussing the $25 
figure, said that library construc- 
tion figures by Joseph L Wheeler, 
a well known consultant, were from 
$12 to $25 a square foot. 

The Library Board, Mr Buzzell, 
Miss Frankline Allen and Mrs, 
Neilson, agreed to study the pro- 
posals, and to make a reply at an 
early date,

Town Manager Richard Henne- 
berger, last week, signed a con- 
tract with Professor Charles W. 
Eliot of Harvard University, Plan- 
ning Consultant, for a general re- 
view of the problems of Wilming- 
ton, The contract price was $1000, 

Professor Eliot’s contract had 
been recommended by the Planning 
Board, in mid-January, after sev- 
eral interviews, 

Mr. Eliot will prepare and sub- 
mit fifty mimeographed copies of 
a report which will include; 

1, A general review ofthe pro- 
blems and opportunities for the 
future of Wilmington which might 
appropriately be the subjects of 
planning; 

2. A general review of the 
past and current planning activi- 
ties related to these problems and 
opportunities with notes and com- 
ments on availability of materials 
and data, and needs for revisions 
and added information on existing 
maps and in by-laws; 

3. A ‘program’ for long-range 
planning and step-by-step devel- 
opment of plans with recommenda- 
tions for procedures andestimates 
of costs, 


The services of Mr. Eliot will 
involve among other things, Visits 
to the Massachusetts Department 
of Commerce and Development, 
conferences with various town of- 
ficlals, TM, Selectmen, Plan- 
ning Board, etc,, and meetings 
with Sam Snow, Planner for Wil- 
mington, 

The report is to include further 
steps and planning work which will 
require further professional plan- 
ning services, by Mr. Elliot or 
some other professional planner, 

The funds are being provided by 
five of Wilmington’s firms, who 
are underwriting a three year 
program of studies in planning in 
Wilmington. 

TM Richard Henneberger ex- 
plained that he preferred the con- 
tract with Eliot rather than the 
one which was proposed by the 
Planning Board seven weeks ago 
because of three reasons - 1, 
There was no unanimity on the 
Board at that time, - 2, The con- 
tract then proposed was with a 
firm that was essentially in engi-~ 
neering rather than in planning, 
and the Planning Board had con- 
ducted too many interviews, try- 
ing to bargain on a ‘dollar’ basis,

BACKGROUND TO THE NEWS 


Town Manager Dick Henneberger is planning a 
series of monthly reports, for the Board of Select- 
men, on the activities of the various departments 
in the town, 

The reports will be a ‘capsule’ of the major 
activities, so that the Selectmen should be aware 
of what is going on, without having to spend too much 
time in studying detail. Every department will be 
included, 

Henneberger is hoping to find himself in a posi- 
tion where Burlington Avenue can be rebuilt, using 
Chapter 90 funds, rather than leave it in its present 
condition. A special Town Meeting voted down funds 
for land damages, last fall, and temporarily stopped 
all chances, 

Henneberger has written two letters to the 
County Commissioners on the subject, one last Nov- 
ember, and one recently, hoping that the town would 
not lose the funds allocated to Burlington Avenue, 
With the 1966 funds the total allocated for that street 
is $92,400, 

There’ isa chance that the County Commissioners 
will order the work done, and order the town to pay 
for the land damages, via the ‘Cherry Sheet’, a 
yearly financial statement which each municipality 
gets from the state, listing payments that have to 
be made by the towns and cities. It is legally possi- 
ble to do this, under the statutes of Massachusetts, 

The order, if it comes, will come from the 
County Commissioners, who are giving serious con- 
sideration to the matter, The County Commission- 
ers are of a mind that they cannot allow one town 
to block progress on a long State Route, by keeping 
the street narrow within the town’s limits, 

The Sewer. Study Committee, two weeks ago, 
decided to forego any more meetings until after the 
regular Town Meeting, 

A sum of $147,000 is available from the Feder- 
al Government for extension of sewers, but it has 
to be used in residential areas only, and the mem- 
bers of the committee couldn’t resolve the problem 
of whether or not the residents of any particular 
area might be willing to pay for the necessary 
‘betterments’ which would be a part of the sewer 
extension, The $147,000, if ever used, will have to 
be paid back later. The committee felt that they 
coyld not go ahead with a ‘clear conscience’, 

Wilmiiigten’s Civil Defense truck is now parked 
at the J, W, Greer plant on Main Street. The new 
fire truck made the Fire Station too crowded. Greer’s 
was the place where the Civil Defense Fire Truck 
was also parked, Some of the former Civil Defense 
firemen have been complaining recently about how 
they never got a chance to have a drill, 

Wilmington is not the only town where the Fire 
Department are asking for a 42 hour week. The 
Burlington Fire Department is doing the same thing, 
The betting is that they don’t get it. 


BENDER’S PROPOSAL 


The proposal of Selectman Lloyd Bender for a 
by-law or law, to prohibit elective or appointive 
members of boards and commissions from serving 
more than two terms in consecutive order is well 
worth the consideration of every voter. It will pro- 
bably appear on the ballots in the March election, 

The chances of it being accepted in the Legis- 
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lature are excellent. The real decision will be up 
on voters. 
z =F are proposed, would not take effect un- 
til one year from now, so that persons who are elec- 
ted or appointed this year would not feel its effects 
e years yet, 

= Mr. enter believes that there are too few 
persons who are really taking a part in, and under- 
standing the town government, He argues that a 
Selectman, for instance, should step aside after six 
years, and let someone else into office, andthe same 
goes for appointive boards, such as the Planning 
Board, Board of Appeals, Finance Committee, etc. 
After one year off any particular board or commis- 
sion, the former member can again serve, or he may 
be appointed or elected to any other board. 

The law would not affect any official who is not 
a member of a board or commission - i.e. the Town 
Manager, Town Clerk, etc, In this way, Bender 
argues, there can be some new faces occasionally, 
and more people will be encouraged to take part in 
the town’s affairs, 

Winchester does not have a law such as this, 
but there is an informal agreement in that town, 
which is very well observed, that no person will 
serve more than one term on any board,

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Garden Apartments 


The Planning Board, Tuesday 
evening, voted to send a letter to 
the Town Manager and Selectmen 
Saying in effect that the town is not 
ready for Garden Type apartment 
houses, 

The first part of the vote was to 
have a letter of informati6n for the 
Town Manager, on the past actions 
of the board and the town, regard- 
ing previous proposals, 

The second part was a recom- 
mendation that the town proceed 
with a study, using Federal Gov- 
ernment ‘701 Funds’, if a Master 
Plan of the town should indicate 
that Garden Type apartments were 
feasible. Professor Eliot, in his 
studies, should work on this, the 
board indicated, 

The third part was a motion to 
go on record as being against 
Apartment House zoning until a 
long-range Master Plan had been 
prepared for Wilmington. 

The motion was made by Madelyn 
McKie, and seconded by James 
Banda, The vote was unanimous, 
Berger being absent. 


Discussion 


In the discussion whch preceded 
the vote Chairman Austin Rounds 
said that many people believed, just 
because the Planning Board was 
willing to talk about Garden Type 
Apartments it was going to approve 

The desire for such apartments 
fs very small now, he said, andthe 
town is under ‘no real pressure’. 
A time would come, he said, when 
someone from out of town might be 
wanting to spend ‘real money’, and 
the Planning Board should be ready 
for such an event, by means of 
preparation, 

He did not want the Planning 
Board subjected to ‘political pres- 
sure’ and felt that the town should 
be ready if something were pre- 
sented that was ‘good for Wilming- 
ton’, 

Atty James Banda didn’t want to 
see ‘it stalled for ever and ever’. 
He pointed out that there is now a 
building code which can apply, but 
really didn’t feel there would be a 
demand for apartment housing, nor 
that it ‘was going to die right now’, 

Mrs McKie stated that she felt 
that if the Planning Board were to 
approve of Apartment Housing it 
would open a ‘Pandora’s Box’, 

She agreed that if it was done it 
should be in a well planned man- 
ner, but personally felt that there 
were ‘larger’ prospects than a- 
partment, housing’, 

Danny Gillis reviewed studies of 
other towns and cities, made by 
Wilmington, before giving his opin- 
fon, and then quoted a letter from 
the Town Manager, which stated 
that Atty. Roland Wood believed 
that the public should decide, on 
Apartment Housing, in Town Meet- 
ing. 

“I go along,’ he sald, ‘that it is 
tue perogative of the people’, ‘I 
also go along that the questionwas 
decided - in town meeting - and it 
was turned down’, 

He then read areport by Planner 
Sam Snow, dated a year ago, which 
said that there was no need, 

‘The professional planner says 
so - the people said so in 1964!’ 

Gillis thought that there should 
be a long range study, probably 
using ‘701 funds’, He pointed out 
that the town does not have sewer- 
age available for apartment hous- 
ing, and finished by saying that 
there is ‘no immediate need as far 
as we know’, 

Planner Sam Snow pointed out to 
the board that the town was in ‘an 
unusually good condition’ in that it 
had engaged Professor Eliot for a 
study, ‘One of the things he is going 
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of Town Manager Henneberger of 
Sept. 16th, which noted that there 
was a list of ‘old violations’, 

Gillis proposed that the Planning 
Board ‘start this week’ in bringing 
to the attention of the Town Mana- 
ger ‘two old violations, and two 
new violations’, He then proceeded 
to outline the cases that he con- 
sidered should be used this week, 

The program, Gillis said, was 
one that should be continued, The 
board agreed with him, voting 3-0 
with Banda abstaining. 

Gillis then said ‘ Ihave one more 
year on this board, and I want to 
see this (list of zoning violations) 
cleared up before I leave.’ 

Changing the subject Gilli§ then 
pointed out that the ‘Political Sea- 
son’ was about to begin, and that 
the Tree Warden has the authority 
under Section 9 of Chapter 87, 
General Laws, to prosecute people 
who tack political signs to trees, 
There is a $50 fine for this Gillis 
told the board, and he hoped that 


the law would be enforced, .- 


In Burlington, he said, the law 
is enforced, ‘It costs $50 to tack 
a sign onto a tree, therel’,

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The Selectmen’s Meeting 


The Selectmen met with the 
Power Study’ Committee and se- 
condly with residents of Oak Court 
Monday night to decide whether or 
not articles for the warrant would 
be forthcoming from either group. 
The Power Study Committee recom- 
mended that no article be put on 
the warrant at this time, and the 
five families of Oak Court felt 
that they could not afford the 
$13,000 cost in betterments for a 
street. 

The Power Study Committee re- 
commended that, for the time being, 
the Selectmen attempt negotiation 
with Reading Light for a rate re- 
duction for the town. Tenofeleven 
comparable local power companies 
studied, PSC Chairman Irwin 
Hanke told the Selectmen, charge 
lower rates than Reading Munici- 
pal Light. Eight of these charge 
lower rates to industry, three 
higher. Hanke said the three charg- 
ing higher rates were very small 
communities with no large industry. 

Hanke told of meeting with Read- 
ing Light officials in an attempt to 
get information concerning rates, 
The officials were co-operative 
and friendly, Hanke said, but man- 
aged, he sald, to evade disclos- 
ing any hard facts concerning their 
rate structure. 

Reading Light did reveal that 
they are in the process of nego- 
tiating with Boston Edison for a 
reduction in rates. They assured 
Hanke that any reduction received 
by Boston Edison would be passed 
on aS a rate decrease to the 
customers, 

The Selectmen questioned the 
PSC on the alternatives of getting 
our power from another source 
and of setting up our own power 
company. Hanke answered that 
communications with other power 
companies revealed that we could 
get our power from the New Eng- 
land Power Company for less than 
the present rate. Hanke and the 
other PSC members, William 
Hooper, Stanley Webber, Albert 
Parsons and Robert Leahy, all 
concurred in saying that Wilming- 
ton could set up its own power 
company and make it a profitable 
enterprise, 

Hanke explained that setting up 
our own power company would 
entail buying our power from eith 
er Boston Edison or New England 
Power, and buying up the assets 
of Reading Municipal Light in 
Wilmington, A bond issue would 
be necessary to finance the op-

eration but the profits from the 
power company would pay off the 
bond issue. After that, all pro~ 
fits would go to the town, 

Hanke said that although the 
right to negotiate with a munici- 
pal power company, as guaran- 
teed by the General Laws, has 
not been exercised by Wilmington 
before, now is the time to estab- 
lish a new precedent and begin 
negotiations, 

Selectmen Bender moved that 
Wilmington invite North Reading, 
and Lynnfield Center, the other 
communities who get their power 
from Reading Light, to send re- 
presentatives to meet with us to 
organize a joint negotiation with 
Reading Light. He added, ‘I take 
as dim a view of Reading Power’s 
light structure as their lights are 
here in Wilmington.’ The motions 
passed unanimously. 

Mrs. Drew commended the Po- 
wer Study Committee for their 
excellent research and recommen- 
dations, and was joined in her 
commendation by the other mem- 
bers of the Board, 


Oak Court 

The residents of Oak Court, 
five families in all, met with the 
Board to discuss the acceptance 
and installation of a street under 
the Betterments Act. Town Engi- 
neer Al Savignac estimated the 
street construction at $13,000, a 
figure the five families felt was 
beyond their means. They voted 
unanimously against having the 
betterments article appear on the 
warrant, 


Spokesmen for the group explain-" 


ed that the builder had led them to 
believe that he was going to install 
the street, which he failed to do. 
Now they find themselves faced 
with an additional $2,000 to $3,000 
expenditure per house. The resi- 
dents felt that this addition to the 
price of their houses was insup- 
portable, 

Bender and Niles explained to 
the residents that they would have 
had protection from this sort of 
thing had the houses been con- 
Structed under the subdivision 
section of the zoning by-law, 
Since the land on which the houses 
were constructed had already been 
Subdivided, the town was power- 
less to demand that the builder con- 
form to the by-law. Bender sug- 
gested that the residents consult 
an attorney to see if there is any 
way they can force the builder to 
make good on his promises, 


St Thomas Church 


Starting in February’ approxi- 
mately 100 centers throughout the

Storm may cost 
up to $25,000 


Town Manger Richard Henne- 
berger figures he received about 
100 telephone calls, from residents 
of Wilmington, about:the condition 
of streets in this townas the result 
of the snow storm of Sunday and 
Monday nights. 

Schools were closed for two days 
as Highway Department crews aug- 
mented by employees of other town 
departments struggled with the 
heavy snow, 

The average snow fall in Wil- 
mington was ten inches. The snow 
was very wet and heavy. 

The town was put at a disadvan- 
tage because a large part of the 
heavy equipment generally hired by 
the town from the Cronin Brothers 
was being used overtime at Avco, 
clearing the parking lot there. 

Some of the town employees 
worked for 40 hours without stop- 
ping, after which they were com- 
mended for their work by the Town 
Manager, 

He learned, to his surprise, that 
there were no applications on hand 
for part-time employment, in the 
Town Hall, The Town Manager 
Says that he could have used sever- 
al additional men, because of the 
heavy work-load, and hopes that 
if another time occurs he will 
have names of available men, in 
a file, applying for work, 

Several private. snow plow op- 
erators became hors-de-combat 
as the result of the heavy snow. 
Three snow plow rigs attached to 
Service stations, including at least 
one four wheel drive Jeep, were 
unable to move the heavy snow and 
became disabled, 

One man who had no trouble 
however was Sam Perry of High 
Street, a gentleman who admits to 
85 summers, and may have a few 
more, Mr, Perry is the son ofthe 
Mr. Perry who started what was 
later the Harriman Tannery, In 
early days, just after the Civil 
War it was known as Perry and 
Cutler. 

Sam was up and clearing his 
neighbors driveways, gratis, on 
both Monday and Tuesday, Not 
only that, but he was on the job as 
early as 5:40 am. He usedhisown 
tractor, a vehicle of uncertain age 
but which always starts, and has 
Plowed his garden for years, 


Another resident who discovered 
(?) a remedy for the heavy snow 
was Jack Madigan, of Taplin Av, 
Jack became incensed because 
the snow plow did not turn up his 
street, and when driver Roscoe 
Denault stopped to have a change 
of shoes, Madigan threw the truck 
keys up into the sand in the truck, 

It was not recorded what Mr. 
Denault thought of the idea, 

The Town Manger believes, after 
a tour of the town made Tuesday 
afternoon, that all streets have 
been cleared, although he found 
some that resembled, he said, path 
ways in a forest, rather than 
streets in a town of 15,000. He 
did not send the heavy equipment 
down those streets, for -fear of 
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damage, and consequent delay to 
the clearing of the main streets, 

The storm, he estimates, may 
possibly cost the town $25,000, 


SNOW PLOWING ON THE 
OLD RAILROAD 


The old Salem & Lowell Railroad 
right-of-way, in North Wilmington 
dates back to 1851, but hasn’t been 
used for railroad purposes since 
1921. 

A portion of it was accepted by 
the town, a couple of years ago, 
the portion between Andover St. 
and Rte 125, and named Ainsworth 
Road, It happened as a part ofa 
deal by a former Town Manager, 
who was hoping that Industry would 
come into town, if there was plenty 
of Industrially zoned land, 

One did. It built a small 10,000 
square foot building at the end of 
Ainsworth Road, andemployed half 
a dozen people for several years, 

Last summer it moved out, and 
the building has been empty since. 

Two weeks ago the firm of 
Hylectronics, formerly of Burling- 
ton, moved in, 

Jack Kline, the President, had 
to have more space, His firm was 
growing. It is in the secretive 
electronics industry, where every 
one is manufacturing small and 
very very small electrical com- 
ponents for rockets and similar 
gadgetry. 

Mr Kline needed more room, 
He found it in the building at the 
end of Ainsworth Road, and he took 
a five year lease, through a Burl- 
ington firm, with Raymond Fenton 
of Wilmington’s General Realty 
playing a part in getting the firm 
to Wilmington, 

It was a nice location, at the end 
of what was almost a private road, 
True, the road did not have a hard 
surface, but someone sald it could 
be done shortly, for the town had 
accepted the street, 

But there was a rub, as Kline 
found out, Monday morning. 

Even if the town had accepted 
Ainsworth Road, the current Board 
of Selectmen and Town Manager 
were not in favor of fulfilling in 
a blindfolded manner the agree- 
ment made by a former town ma- 
nager and former selectmen, 

The street is still privately 
owned, even if the town has ac- 
cepted it. 

And in the big snow storm the 
town trucks were busy plowing the 
accepted streets, They did not 
have time to do privately owned 
streets. 

The employees of Hylectronics 
arrived at Andover Street Monday 
morning, to see before them about 
half a mile of unplowed Street, 
leading to their place of employ- 
ment, They turned around and went 
home, while Jack Kline headed for 
the Town Hall, to talk with the Town 
Manager. 

Dick Henneberger, Kline ‘found, 
was very co-operative, About 11 
am the street was plowed, But 
the help had. gone home, and Hyl- 
ectronics had lost one day’s work, 

Tuesday the Town Crier went up 
for a look, The street was still

Beirut, 
Jan 13, 1966 
Dear Friends; 

Since my last letter I have ex- 
Perienced a vast change in customs 
and way of life. 

Tam now in the center ofan Arab 
world, and I find things quite dif- 
férent and interesting, In order to 
bring you up to date I shall start 
at the home of my friends near 
Munich, Germany, from which I 
wrote my last account. 

On July 28th I said farewell to 
the Ehrl family and headed south 
through the picturesque country- 
side to visit the area of Berch- 
tesgarten where Hitler hada moun- 
tain retreat known as the ‘Eagle’s 
‘Nest’. 

In this area I had the pleasure of 
visiting the Salzbergwerk, which is 
a salt mine initially opened in 1570 
and still worked on a lower level 
than that visited,

On this day I crossed the border 
into Austria, the land of the easy 
Pace of life, and the Danube River.
